Indiana is prepared to imple­ 
ment a disaster relief program 
if the nation-wide coal strike is 
not settled shortly, the director 
of the state’s energy office said 
Tuesday. 
The disaster relief program 
would first probably involve 
helping the 40,000 Hoosiers who 
use coal for home heating, said 
Thomas F. Kibler. However, 
Kibler says the main impact of 
a prolonged coal strike still is 
economic 
in 
nature, 
with 
layoffs and shutdowns. 
“We thought that the coal 
miners would be back at work 
by the middle of December and 
that we would get by with a 
minimum amount of human 
individual discomfort,” Kibler 
said. “As of last weekend, a 
telephone survey of all retail 
coal 
dealers 
in 
the 
state 
indicated adequate supplies on 
the retail level to carry us to 
the middle of December with

A similiar situation 
exists for the state’s electric 
utilities, but Kibler said he is 
not optimistic about the next 
month to six weeks. 
“There is a serious need for 
conservation 
of 
electricity, 
which 
is 
produced 
almost 
exclusively by coal,” he said. 
He said that although there 
should be enough coal for the 
electric utilities for the next 
five or six weeks, some had 
already begun feeling a pinch. 
Logansport 
shut 
down 
its 
generating station last weekend 
and is now buying electricity. 
Peru soon will be in a similiar 
situation and the Washington 
Light and Power “should start 
to 
feel 
the 
pinch 
in 
mid 
December,” Kibler said. 
He said all of his predictions 
on the length of time the state’s 
utilities could hold up were 
“provided there is a move to 
wise 
and 
judicial 
use 
of 
electricity.” 
He 
urged 
all 
businesses to shut off advertis­ 
ing 
signs 
and 
non-essential 
lighting at the end of business 
hours and said everyone should 
seriously evaluate the need to 
use certain electrical applian­ 
ces. 
“The discretionary 
use of 
electrical power in the state is 
unbelieveable" 
“ We 
are 


not faced with 
a 
rationing 
situation or the need to change 
personal styles of living enough 
that people will have to refrain 
from the normal celebration of 
Christmas, including some out­ 
side 
lighting, 
but 
everyone 
should 
make 
an 
effort 
to 
conserve.” 
Kipler said anyone facing a 
coal or fuel emergency situa­ 
tion could call 317-633-4008 and 
receive assistance. 
He said 
there were no calls received at 
that number last week seeking 
assistance, but he anticipates a 
growing number within the next 
two weeks. 
The

implement a program of group 
accomodations for fam.il.ies who 
run out of coal, working in 
conjunction with the Indiana 
National Guard and the Red 
Cross—a

disaster plan, Kibler said. He 
added the governor was com­ 
mitted to seeing that persons 
who faced personal hardship 
because of the coal strike would 
receive state provided lodgings 
and food. 
Kipler said he was more 
worried about the economic 
effects the strike is having on 
the state “Steel furnaces will 
have to cut back by the first of 
December and there will be a 
total 
shutdown 
as 
far 
as 
production is concerned until 
the strike is over because they 
can’t risk, running out of coal 
with those furnaces.” 
He said hundreds of small 
businesses around the s ta te - 
ranging from packing plants.

Life Sentence Conviction Upheld 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The Indiana Supreme 
Court Tuesday ruled against an Indianapolis m an seeking 
a new trial on his life sentence conviction in the slaying of 
another man in 1967 Donald Lee Maxwell appealed from 
Marion County Crim inal Court 2 where Judge Saul I. 
Rabb decided Maxwell had not presented sufficient 
evidence that his trial counsel was incom petent to 
w arrant his being granted a new trial. The appeal for­ 
mally was on denial of a motion to correct errors 
following the denial of a motion to grant a new trial filed, 
under post-conviction rules concerning competency of 
counsel. The high court, in an opinion, w ritten by Justice 
Dixon W Prentice, said the burden of proof at a post 
conviction hearing seeking a new trial on such grounds 
must rest with the defendant. It said it did not consider 
sufficient Maxwell’s contention that his attorney should 
have obtained, witnesses who offered to testify on behalf of 
his contention of self defense or should have moved for a 
verdict of not guilty by reason of insanity. 


American Legion Commander Shocked 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The national com m ander 
of the A m erican Legion said Tuesday the Legion was 
"shocked and disillusioned'’ by President F ord’s vetoing 
of the GI Bill. Jam es M. Wagonseiler, in a statem ent 
issued through Legion headquarters here, said the Legion 
"is shocked and disillusioned by the President's veto of 
legislation designed to improve the lot of the younger 
veteran seeking to further his education and increase his 
potential for future service to A m erica.” “ We are aw are 
of heavy inflationary pressures for we are no m ore im ­ 
mune to them than any other group of A m erican,” 
W agonseiler said. "However, we viewed this m easure as 
an investm ent in America, both from a m onetary stand­ 
point. and from a standpoint of developing A m erica’s 
human resources to the fullest." 
Appelate Court Rejects Request 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The Indiana Court of 
Appeals Tuesday rejected an Indianapolis m an’s con­ 
tention that he should get a new trial because heroin .he 
considered illegally seized was adm itted in evidence 
against him The appeals court, in an opinion w'ritten by 
Judge Charles S. White, upheld the conviction of Robert 
Lee Johnson on a charge of heroin possession by Marion 
County Crim inal Court 2 Judge Saul I . Rabb. Johnson was 
sentenced to a 2-10-year term His appeal claim ed the 
judge erred in not allowing his objection to introduction of 
the heroin as a exhibit.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Bills dealing with in­ 
tangible 
taxes,

higher 
education were am ong m easures pre-filed Tuesday for 
the 1975 Legislature. State Sen. Leslie Duvall, R- 
Indianapolis, filed a bill to repeal the state intangibles 
tax, effective in 1976. The m easure is likely to face op­ 
position because it would m ean an estim ated $15.5 million 
in lost state revenues fui the 1975-76 fiscal year alone. The 
intangibles tax is levied on stocks and other securities. 
Duvall, and Sen. 
M arie Lauds, D-Indianapolis, co­ 
sponsored a m easure to provide a shield law for rape 
victims and limit the amount of evidence that may be 
introduced concerning a rape victim 's past sexual life.

“When thou has eaten and art 
full, then thou shall bless the 
Lord thy God for the good land 
which he hath given thee.” 
The reminder from the Book 
of Deuteronomy is especially 
appropriate as we face this 
Thanksgiving with the world in 
a relative state of peace for the 
first time in many years. 
A sign on a local church 
reminds us: “Thanksgiving is 
too big and too important to 
confine to just one day of the 
year.” Our ancestors founding 
this country found many 'Oc­ 
casions to pause for a day of 
thanks for many small favors 
we now take for granted. 
Thanksgiving 
has 
been 
celebrated in this country in 
every month of the year except 
March, June and October. It 
disappeared from the American 
scene for 47 years. 
Contrary to popular belief, 
our Pilgrim fathers celebrated 
their first Thanksgiving Day in 
July, 1623, borrowing the idea 
from 
the 
Indians. 
George 
Washington favored the idea of 
a special day, and the Con­ 
tinental Congress drafted a 
resolution setting the first such 
national holiday on December 
18, 1777 . . . commemorating the 
surrender of General John 
Burgoyne. 
President Madison set aside 
April 15, now infamous as the 
deadline for 
most personal 
federal income tax returns and 
seldom observed as a day of 
thanks. Andrew forgot all about 
declaring such a holiday until 
December 7, another date of 
modern 
significance 
now 
resigned to obscurity . 
Abraham Lincoln set aside 
two days for thanksgiving, while 
two observances were the 
inadvertant result of tampering 
with the “traditional date” by 
President 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt. Lincoln set aside 
April 10, 1863, and August 6, 
1863, as national days of prayer 
and thanks. He then issued the 
first national Thanksgiving 
proclamation for the fourth 
Thursday in November. 
Roosevelt drew the ire of the 
people tam pering with the 
fourth Thursday in November, a 
date he believed to be too near 
Christmas. Two Thanksgivings 
were celebrated in 1940 and 
1941, until he succumbed to 
public opinion and returned the 
“tradition.” 
Indiana Congressman John 
Myers borrowed an idea from a 
Boone County high school 
guidance counselor. It required 
three years to sell Congress on a 
resolution to make the days 
surrounding 
Thanksgiving 
National Family Week. The first 
such 
observance 
was 
proclaimed by former President 
Nixon, joined by more than 30 
Governors 
in 
sim ilar 
statements, in 1972. There has 
been little publicity about the 
idea since. 
The traditional “turkey” for 
the board, heaped “high with 
plenteous cheer” costs less this 
year, thanks to over-production 
by growers. It might be the only 
thing on your table costing less 
than last year. Enjoy it while 
you can, as prices are destined 
to increase. There is a shortage 
of feed skyrocketing prices due 
to weather conditions during the 
growing season. 
No one needs 
to remind 
Hoosiers of the late planting dúe 
to wet fields, the drought con­ 
ditions during the short growing 
season, ending with more wet 
fields and an early*, frost. You 
will continue to pay higher 
prices all year on items traced 
back to grain production, in­ 
volving most food items. 
Indiana has a vital interest in 
the use of turkeys as a food.

I was born and raised in the 
South where some summers we

But there is a drought far 
more serious than that caused 
by the heavens not giving rain.

— in music, in sermon or in 
fresh programs.

Ireland—not just the absence of 
acne lesions,” Bogg said. “The 
coloration is fantastic. Those 
young people are almost all 
rosy-cheeked. It suggests that a 
very healthful lifestyle contrib­ 
utes to one's general appear­ 
ance and also is the first 
defense against acne. 
“Unfortunately, it is difficult 
to pinpoint factors that may be 
contributing to acne in this 
region of Indiana. 1 can say 
that the Irish are a fasting 
people whose food habits are' 
not affected by the gluttony of 
affluence. They don't snack. 
“The Irish eat more bread, 
potatoes, cabbage soup and fish 
than we do. Their food is 
locally grown, for the most 
part, and eaten the day it is 
purchased.

Flowers—A Symbol 
Of Thanksgiving 
This Thanksgiving, when 
decorating, table and home with 
flowers and fruits in an­ 
ticipation of a happy family 
dinner those same flowers can 
remind one there are many 
reasons to be thankful for a land 
that remains beautiful in spite 
of pollution, and bountiful in 
spite of inflation. 
The Pilgrims had scant sugar 
with which to sweeten the tart 
wild berries they gathered 
during the early yean when 
taming the wilderness was the 
first goal to be achieved in the 
new land. And their gardens 
were planted, of necessity, not 
for pleasure but for ingredients 
urgently needed for medicine, 
flavorings, dyes for hand-woven 
cloth, 
and 
even 
insect 
repellents. But imagine the long 
hours the Pilgrim mother spent 
in creating a home for her 
family, there were pleasant, 
fragrances and bright colored 
flowers produced in her garden. 
Many plants the early 
colonists brought from, the old 
world in seed or root form have 
become favorite flowers today, 
according to the Society of 
American Florists, 
For example, the “clove 
gillyflower” used for many 
medicinal purposes by colonial 
dames is today’s carnation. And 
although the carnation that 
florists carry today has 
developed into a handsome, 
many-peta led flower, it still 
retains the spicy fragrance that 
perfumed 
the 
colonial 
homemaker's garden. 
Another flower that linked to 
the 
Pilgrim s 
is 
the 
“ everlasting” —a flower the 
colonial ladies picked, hung to 
dry in a dark corner, and used in 
the home to protect precious 
hand-woven clothing 
and 
blankets from moths. Later, 
when the early rigors of settling 
the land were over, colonial 
ladies used “everlastings” in 
bouquests of dried flowers and 
leaves to add color and 
decoration to their homes in 
winter. 
Today, “everlastings” is used 
in much the same way: for their 
beauty and form, and for their 
pleasing reminder, when nature 
lies dormant, that each season 
has its turn and the barren fields 
will soon be renewed, with the 
bright flowers of spring. 
So as the flowers and fruits 
are 
placed 
upon 
the 
Thanksgiving table, there1 is no 
need to wonder whether a 
colonial Elizabeth or Matilda, 
far from her birthland and 
family, once gave a sigh of

President Signs Housing and Forest Bills 


Tw o legislative milestones 
were signed into law in August 
b y President Ford that will 
help boost housing and 
in­ 
crease 
the supply of wood 
needed to build those homes. 
O n Aug. 22 m ore than 200 
congressional leaders, gover­ 
nors, m ayors, and other nota­ 
bles crow ded into' the E ast 
Room of the W hite H ouse to 
witness the signing cerem onies 
of the $11.4 billion “ Housing 
and C om m unity D evelopm ent 
A ct of 1974.” 
This law— four years in the 
m aking— replaces 
seven 
in­ 
dividual grant program s with 
one program of block grants 
that will be adm inistered local­ 
ly over the next three years to 
boost housing and com m unity 
developm ent projects. It also 
provides som e 
assistance 
to 
the m ortgage m arket and im ­ 
proves Federal Housing A u­ 
thority program s. 
M. C. C olvin, of Holly Hill, 
S.C., who attended the signing 
as president of the N ational 
Forest Products Association, 
applauded 
the 
new' 
housing 
legislation. But he said, “ M ore 
needs to be done, m uch m ore.’ 
He zeroed in on the high 
cost and unavailability of m ort­ 
gage m oney, calling it “ the 
root cause of the housing prob­ 
lem w hich is creating plan! 
shutdow ns, grow ing unem ploy­ 
m ent and hum an suffering.” 
H ousing starts are now at 
an annual rate of 1.3 million 
units, far below the 2.6 million 
per year C ongress has set as 
the national need. 
Colvin strew ed the im por­ 
tance of easing the m ortgage 
m oney crisis by stem m ing the 
outflow' of savings from thrift 
institutions that supply m ort­ 
gage 
funds.

also urged 
prom pt action on two other 
bills 
now 
before 
Congress. 
One would assist savings and 
loan institutions and the othei 
would expand hom e-loan guar­ 
antees for veterans. 
A lthough surrounded by less 
cerem ony, the signing Aug. 17 
of the “Forest and R angeland 
R enew able 
Resources

ning A ct of 1974” may prove

NEW YORK (UPI) - What 
do you give a camping family 
for Christmas? 
It all depends on how long 
the family has been camping. 
The serious campers have 
all the basic equipment they 
need They learned long ago 
not to overload their recrea­ 
tional vehicles with excess 
baggage. But they can al­ 
ways use expendable items 
such as paper plates, paper 
t a b l e c l o t h s , 
c a n n e d 
delicacies and paper fire­ 
wood logs. 
If you want to be generous, 
you can givr the veteran 
camper a spare tire but first 
find out the proper size. 
It’s another matter with the 
family which is new to camp­ 
ing. These families have a 
tendency to overload in the 
beginning but as time goes by 
they begin to discard the 
items which they have not 
used. 
Most campers have the 
Rand McNally Road Atlas 
and Campground and Trailer 
Park Guide. But there are 
other good books published 
by Rand McNally, including 
“Outdoor Recreation Guide1’ 
and “ D iscover H istoric 
America.” Subscriptions to 
cam ping m agazines also 
make good gifts. 
Several m anufacturers 
have introduced AM-FM 
radios with a wave length for 
special weather reports from 
all parts of the country. All 


the camper has to do to get a 
forecast for his region is to 
press a button. These radios 
are compact and inexpen­ 
sive. 
Generally, campers oper­ 
ate on a budget and buy 
inexpensive sleeping equip­ 
ment. Down filled sleeping 
bags are a luxury but they 
will keep the sleeper warm in 
cold weather. Space heaters 
make ideal gifts, too, for 
campers who do not have fur­ 
naces in their vehicles. 
Beginning campers enjoy 
the romance and warmth of a 
campfire but often when they 
reach the campsites they find 
the available firewood toe 
wet to ignite.

SANTA WAS THIN

THE HISTORY OF CHRISTMAS CUSTOMS 
Ever wonder, aa you. hang 
festive lights on the branches 
of that prize pine or spruce, 
who trimmed the first Christ­ 
mas tree? Or when folks first 
‘ discovered" Santa Claus? Or 
who sang the first Christmas 
carol? 
Some Christmas customs 
are surprisingly recent, while 
others date back beyond the 
earliest Christians. But the 


Yuletide we know — complete 
with gifts under a gaily 
lighted tree', friends calling to 
admire the sparkling decora­ 
tions, family reunions — has 
existed for only the past 200 
years.

More than 1600 years ago 
there was a St. Nicholas — a 
Turkish bishop whose1 count­ 
less works of charity made 
him a legend in Ms lifetime. 
Martyred in 342 A.D., he 
became the patron saint of 
children and of three nations: 


Greece, Holland and Belgium. 
As for the Christmas tree, 
it's still the center of attrac­ 
tion in many homes — a 
place of honor rooted in 
history. Thousands of years 
before the first Christmas, the 
evergreen was revered as a 
symbol of long life and im­ 
mortality. German tribes 
brought fir trees into their 
homes to please the god-like 
spirits they thought inhabited 
the trees. When, these pagans 
converted to Christianity, 
they transferred their feeling 
for the evergreen to the new 
religion. 
Next time you hear “Deck 
the hall with boughs of holly" 
— a song that dates back to 
the Middle Ages — remember 
the origin of Christmas 
carols. The word “carol” 
means “to dance in a ring’’, 
and the mah who popularized 
the practice was the beloved. 
St. Francis of Assisi. To 
bring the Christmas message 
vividly and directly to his 
villagers, most of whom could 
not read, the 13th century 
saint arranged a manger 
scene using real people and 


animals. When the villagers 
came to see it, St. Francis led 
them in joyous celebration — 
in "caroling." 
So tMs holiday season as 
you make your home ready 
with a decorated tree, glittery 
ornaments and, sMning lights, 
you ran feel a kinship with 
people through the ages who 
kept the glorious traditions of 
Christmas aglow. 


Make Holiday Gifts 
Good Enough to Eat

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
sweetest gift in many homes 
today is food. And not just 
because rising prices are put­ 
ting many edibles in the lux­ 
ury class for most of us. 
A, loaf of homemade bread 
or a frozen, precooked meal, 
or casserole can be a bigger 
treat for an elderly friend or 
relative than an expensive 
article of more lasting value. 
Especially if he or she hates 
to cook or has health prob­ 
lems that make cooking 
difficult. 
A fancy pate or molded 
main dish she can .serve to 
gueste is a winner for a work­ 
ing wife with little "time —or 
energy — for the frills of 
cooking. 
Men and women who enjoy 
cooking will appreciate a gift 
of food even more if it comes 
in an attractive, reusable 
container. But inexpensive 
disposable pans are a good 
choice for those who hate to 
wash dishes. 
If the dish you prepare re­ 
quires specific storage or 
reheating directions, be sure 
to enclose them in the 
package. If the shelf life or 
freezer storage is limited, 
add that information, too. 
Now for some recipes: 


Wheat germ, yogurt bread 
will make a hit, with health 
food fans and, everyone who 
is interested in good nutri­ 
tion.In a large bowl mix well 
three and a half cups of flour, 
th re e fo u rth s cup of 
powdered dry milk, one 
package of active dry yeast 
and five teaspoons of salt. 
In a saucepan, combine two 
and three quarter cups of 
water with one cup of plain 
yogurt, one fourth cup of 
honey and two tablespoons of 
margarine. Place over low 
heat until very warm —120 to 
130 degrees on a candy or 
deep fry therm om eter. 
Margarine need not melt. 
Gradually add liquids to dry 
ingredients and beat two 
minutes at medium speed of 
electric mixer; scrape bowl 
occasionally. 
Add one cup of unsifted 
flour, measured by spooning 
it lightly into the cup. Beat 


two minutes more at nign 
speed; scrape bowl occa­ 
sionally. Stir in one cup of 
wheat germ and enough ad­ 
ditional flour —four to five 
cups —to make a stiff dough. 
Knead about eight to 10 
minutes, or until smooth and 
elastic. Place in a greased 
'bowl, turning to grease top. 
Cover. Let rise in warm 
place, free from drafts, until 
doubled in bulk, about one 
hour. 
Punch dough down, and 
halve. Divide each half into 
three equal pieces and shape 
each into a 16 inch rope. 
Braid three ropes together; 
pinch ends to seal... Place on 
greased baking sheet. Repeat 
w ith rem ain in g dough. 
Cover, let rise in warm place, 
free from drafts, until 
doubled in bulk, about one 
hour. 
Brush with beaten egg and 
sprinkle with wheat germ. 
Bake in preheated 350 degree 
oven about 35 minutes, or un­ 
til lightly browned and bread 
sounds hollow when, tapped, 
with a finger. Remove from, 
baking sheet, and cool, on wire 
racks. Bag in plastic unless 
you want the crust to remain 
crisp. 
Banana cheese tarts are 
high protein sweets. In a 
large bowl, mix one and a 
third cups of unsifted flour 
(spoon it lightly into the cups) 
with one fourth teaspoon 
each of salt and ground 
ginger. Add one fourth cup of 
salad oil and stir until mix­ 
ture resembles coarse meal. 
Mix half a cup of creamed 
cottage cheese with one and a 
half tablespoons of honey; stir 
into flour mixture and form 
dough into ball. Roll one 
quarter of the dough at a time 
on an unfloured board and 
cut into 4 inch rounds. Peel 
and slice two ripe bananas 
and place three slices on half 
of each dough round. Add one 
teaspoon of raisins and half a 
teaspoon of chopped unsalted 
peanuts to each and fold over 
dough to form a half moon 
shape. Seal edges. Bake 10 
minutes on ungreased cookie 
sheet in preheated 400 degree 
oven. Remove to wire racks 
at once to cool. Just before 
serving sprinkle tart tops 
lightly with confectioners’ 
sugar Makes 12. 
Early Birds Plan 
Perfect Holiday Meals

NEW YORK (UPI) - it 
pays to be an early bird in 
planning holiday meals. 
And by shopping ahead, 
you can be sure of getting the 
size turkey you want. You 
also can have ample time to 
defrost it before cooking. 
The best method for thaw­ 
ing needs a refrigerator 
large enough to hold the 
turkey along with all the 
other food you ordinarily 
store there. Partly open or 
puncture the plastic bag the 
bird is packed in and set it on 
a tray or platter to catch 
drippings. Allow' about 24 
hours thawing time for each 
five pounds of turkey. It will, 
of course, thaw faster if the 
refrigerator is opened often. 
Poultry also can be thawed 
safely at room, temperature, 
either in water or on a platter 
enclosed in a heavy duty 
paper bag The bag traps 
cold air and keeps the sur­ 
face of the bird from spoiling 
before the inside is defrosted. 
Using the water method, 
place the poultry in its 
unopened, unpunctured 
plastic bag in cool water six 
to eight, hours. Either change 
the water often or leave the 
bird under a running cold 
water tap. Allow about half 
an hour per pound for this 
method. 
Using the bag method, 
puncture or partly open the 
plastic bag and be sure the 
outer paper bag is large 
enough to leave at least one 
inch of air space above the 
turkey breast. Fasten the 
paper bag securely with 
clothespins or paper clips. 
Allow about an hour per 
pound for thawing —slightly 
less if your kitchen is warm 
or slightly more if it is cool. 
For all three methods, 
remove the bag of giblets 
from the cavity as soon as the 
turkey is pliable. Complete 
the thawing either in the 
paper bag or the refrigera­ 
tor. Ideally, a thawed turkey 
should be cooked promptly. 
But an unstuffed one can be 
refrigerated safely for two or 
three days. Keep it covered 


lightly w ith a damp towel so 
the skin won’t dry out and 
crack later when roasted. 
Because stuffing spoils 
more easily than solid blocks 
of meat, poultry of any kind 
never should be stuffed until 
it can go directly into the 
oven. 
The best buys are the big­ 


gest birds. They have a 
greater ratio of meat to bone. 
Using a five ounce serving of 
cooked meat as standard, you 
can expect about 12 portions 
from a 10 to 12 pound turkey; 
18 from a 14 to 16 pound one; 
25 from an 18 to 20 pound one 
and 50 from a 26 to 30 pound 
bird. 


Keep oven size in mind 
when you shop. For even heat 
circulation allow at least one 
and a. half inches of air space 
around all sides of the turkey 
and the roasting pan 
R oasting tim es vary 
according to the w eight of the 
turkey, its temperature when 
it goes into the oven and even 
the frequency with which the 
door is opened for basting 
Ideally, a turkey should be 
about 40 degrees — refrigera­ 
tor lem.perai.ure —when it 
starts cooking. If it is colder, 
or even partly frozen, allow 
extra roasting time. 


With the oven preheated to 
325 degrees, allow’ about two 
to two and a half hours for 6 
to 8 pound birds, two and a 
half to three hours for 8 to 12 
pounds, three to three and 
three quarter hours for 12 to 
16 pounds, three and three 
quarter to four and a half 
hours for 16 to 26 pounds and 
four and a half to five and a 
half hours for 20 to 24 pounds. 
When you estimate cooking 
time, include an extra 15 to 30 
minutes so the cooked bird 
can set in a warm spot out of 
the oven for juices to be 
reabsorbed. This will keep 
the meat moister and makd 
carving easier. The larger 
the turkey, the longer setting 
time needed.

“Young children, whose un- 
formulated motto in

your visions of holiday sugar 
plums turned to sour grapes as 
sugar prices rise out of sight 
and 
sugar 
itself 
disappears 
from the shelves of superm ar­

Take advantage of nature's 
own sweet foods, such as yam s, 
sweet 
potatoes 
and carrots.. 
Sweets and yam s make deli­ 
cious pies, as generations of 
Southerners can tell you 
And 
because the fruit sugar content 
of these potatoes is high, you 
need much less added sweeten 
ing than in pumpkin pie. In 
fact, you can use honey instead 
of sugar 
it has a special 
affinity 
for these vegetables 
and, m easure for m easure, it 
tastes sweeter than sugar. 
You 
can 
also 
use 
honey 
instead of sugar for candied 
yarns 
Incidentally, don’t, shop for 
more sweet potatoes and yam s 
than you can use within a few 
days. And store them in a cool, 
dry 
place 
—but

refrigerator —to prevent spoila­ 
ge.

There is much talk these days 
about the possibility of a third 
party m ovement developing for 
the 1:976 presidential election. 
Some predict the third party 
ticket will be headed by Ronald 
Reagan 
Some 
predict 
the 
candidate 
will 
be 
George 
W allace. O thers predict that 
Reagan and Wallace will be 
running m ates. And still others 
predict that both will become 
third party candidates and run 
against each other. 


As a “hot stove” topic in the 
off-season, this m akes interest­ 
ing speculation. But I personal­ 
ly 
am 
more 
interested 
in 
rep o rts that a second p arty 
movement 
may 
soon 
get 
underway. 
Second party movements are 
nothing new, of course. They 
have waxed and waned periodi­ 
cally ever since the founding of 
the Republic. 
Genera I ly 
spea k i ng „ 
! hei r 
candidates have been leaders of 
lost 
causes 
that 
developed 
outside 
the 
m ainstream 
of 
American politics. 


Typical of the genre are such 
second 
party 
candidates 
as 
Adlai Stevenson in 1956. Barry 
Gold w ater in 1964 and George 
McGovern in 1972. 
Although 
they 
sometimes 
attract enough votes to achieve 
the 
role 
of 
“spoilers” 
— 
McGovern, for exam ple, kept 
Richard Nixon from winning 
M assachusetts 
—rarely 
are 
they serious threats to the other 
party's candidates. 
However, a source active in 
current second party discus­ 
sions told m e the situation in 
1^76 might be different. 
“ If we can get Jerry Ford as 
our standard-bearer, and thus 
have the advantage of incum­ 
bency on our ticket, we have a 
real chance of pulling it off,” 
he said. 
I 
said, 
“what 
m akes you 
think Ford could be persuaded 


to head up a 
second party 
m ovem ent?” 
“Where else could he g o ?” 
my source said. “ The other 
party is already overcrowded 
with candidates and Ford isn’t 
the 
type 
to 
run 
as 
an 
independent.” 
I 
asked 
my 
source 
what 
nam e his party might use if the 
second party movement does 
develop. 
“We are thinking of calling 
ourselves 
Republicans,” 
he 
confided. 
“T hat’s an odd 
nam e,”

said. “ But somehow hauntingly 
fam iliar. Didn’t there used to 
be a political party by that 
n am e?”

“ A group calling themselves 
Republicans had quite a large

“ By taking that name, we 
anticipate picking up a good 
percentage 
of 
the 
nostalgia,

Nostalgia is one thing, but 
tradition is another. There is a 
strong feeling in this country 
that second party movements

instability. 
That tradition is the real reason 
why the other party usually 
wins.

The National Safety 
Council puts it tins way 
"Even a small tree can 
turn your living room into a 
raging inferno in seconds 
The counci 1 roectinmt*nc!s 
these safety guidelines: 
• Buy a fresh tree, one that 
has springy branches, green 
and tight needles 
•Keep it outdoors in water 
or snow until ready to set up 
• Sa w off a t le a st I w o inches 
of trunk. 
• Use a water reservoir tree 
holder and keep it filled 
•Keep the tree away from 
drying and heat sources such 
as radiators and fireplaces. 
•Use only Underwriters’ 
Laboratories labeled lights in 
good repair. 
•’ U se fi reproof d ec orations 
w henev er poss i b I e. 
•Do not place electrical 
toys beneath the tree 
•Remove the tie»* to th» 


outdoors as soon as possible, 
do not burn it or gift wrap­ 
pings in the fireplace. 


It you use a metallic tree, 
illuminate it with an off-tree 
spotlight Light strings on a 
metallic tree can electrocute 
you, the Council says. 
"File Council lias this to say 
about flame retardant treat 
ment for Christmas trees.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Christmas is a happy period 
for most people, but for some 
it is a time of holiday blu.es. 
Psychiatrists report there 
seem to be more cases of 
depression around the holi­ 
days. possibly because 'people 
think they should be having a 
good time and they're not. 
‘ * T h e r e ’s a c u l t u r a 1 
expectation that Christmas 
means joy.” said Dr. Dean 
S chuyler, R ockville. Md. 
When that expectation is not 
met. he said, “that’s a setup 
for the blues.' 
Dr. Michael J. Petite, clini­ 
cal assistant professor of 
psychiatry at Georgetown 
University, said, “We’re all 
e n c h a n te d by these cozy 
scenes and we're being led to 
think we should expect that.” 
"But who says we're sup­ 
posed* to expect it? If you 
don't get along with your 
family the rest of the year, 
why should you have cozy, 
warm feelings toward one 
another at Christmas time'’ 
“But if you’re torn between 
the two. saying I should have 
these feelings but I don’t feel 
them, you start to internalize 
the negative feelings, saying 
it’s not appropriate to be a n ­ 
gry because it’s Christmas. 
And you start becoming low 
Schuyler, who coordinated 
depression research at the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health before entering pri­ 
vate practice in July, said he 
believes some people are pre­ 
disposed to react to life situa­ 
tions with depression And for 
those people, he said, the 
holiday season brings many 
st resses.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Thanksgiving is American 
civil religion’s most sacred 
holy day, perfectly blending 
the American people’s most 
cherished beliefs about the 
nation and religion. 
Its origins are with 
America’s most religious 
pe o ple —the pilgrim 
Puritans and it has become, 
over time, the nation’s way of 
remembering its Founding. 
Oddly enough, however, 
the first Thanksgiving was 
not a religious observance. 
If came first in 1621, ac­ 
cording to most historians, 
probably as early as October 
and shortly after the harvest 
of the first productive year of 
crops. That harvest followed 
the dreadful winter of 
1620*21, when the Pilgrims 
lost around 40 of the 100 peo­ 
ple who had sailed over on 
the Mayflower. 
The story of the first 
Thanksgiving is well-known 
in its outlines: how Squanto, 
the Patuxent Indian, earlier 
seized as a slave by other 
Englishmen, came to live 
with the Pilgrims and taught 
them how to plant their corn 
with the result that with the 
narvest of 1621, the Pilgrims 
were able to increase their 
meager weekly food ration. 
Gov. William Bradford de­ 
creed a holiday so that all 
might “after a more special 
manner, rejoice together” 
and he ordered four men to 
go out hunting for waterfowl. 
The firsl Thanksgiving was 
a three-day feast, complete 
with military reviews by 
Capt. Miles Standish and 
games of chance or skill. 
But the records do not indi­ 
cate any church services or 
prayers, nor are there indica­ 
tions that the Pilgrims dined 
on any of the foods tradi­ 
tionally associated with 
Thanksgiving — turkey, 
cranberries or pumpkin pie. 
Historians also differ as to 
whether the feast, washed 
down with home-made wine 
they praised, as “very sweet 
and strong” was celebrated 
the next year but they do 
seem to agree that subse­ 
quent celebrations of the har­ 
vest feast were local and 
regional in character until 
1863At that time, President 
Abraham Lincoln, caught in 
the midst of the Civil War, 
declared the last Thursday of 


November as a day of na- 
t i o n a 1 h u m i 1 i a t i o n a n d 
thanksgiving. Under Lincoln, 
the day was much more 
religious than if was under 
the Pilgrims and church- 
going became a regular part 
of the observance. 
“It has seemed to me fit 
and proper that (the gifts of 
God) should be solemnly, 
reverently, and gratefully 
acknowledged with one heart 
and voice by the whole Amer­ 
ican people,” Lincoln said in 
his proclamation, 
“I do, therefore, invite my 
fellow citizens ... to set apart 
and observe the last Thurs­ 
day of November next as a 
day of thanksgiving and 
praise to our beneficent 
Father who dwelleth in the 
heavens," he added. 
Other Thanksgiving 
celebrations —Washington 
proclaimed one in 1789 after 
the Revolutionary War and 
Madison did also after the 
War of 1812 —more closely 
associated the day of thanks 
with the well-being of the na­ 
tion,b 
‘he idea of a harvest 
f est 
' or a day of 
Thanksgiving is not uniquely 
American. 
Indeed, it seems very likely 
that the Pilgrims got their 
notion of such a celebration 
from their Dutch neighbors 
while they lived in exile in 
Holland before journeying to 
America. 
In Europe, what Americans 
call Indian Summer is called 
St. Martin’s Summer and on 
St. Martin’s Day (Nov. 11), the 
pious Dutch often celebrated 
with a big dinner of roast 
goose and new wine, accord­ 
ing to Theodore J. Kleinhans. 
Harvest festivals, with a 
deep component of religious 
orientation, however, pre­ 
date Christian times. 
Kleinhans. in a survey of 
the church year and rituals, 
notes that European harvest 
festivals “often stemmed 
from. preChristian times. In 
Switzerland a pretty girl 
played ‘the bride of the har­ 
vest,’ with heads of wheat 
plaited into her hair ... a relic 
of ancient fertility rites 
honoring Ceres, the goddess 
of grain." 
In America, Thanksgiving 
in modern times much more 
closely resembles the 
celebration of the Pilgrims 
— it is a secular observance 
by a religious people 
Fords Will Celebrate 
Ski-jumping Yuletide

VAIL. Colo (UPI) - When 
President Ford and his 
family arrive for the 
Christmas holidays at this 
picturesque ski resort nestled 
high in the Colorado Rockies, 
they will enter a scene rival­ 
ing Munich during Oktober- 
fest or Rio de Janeiro during 
Carnival. 
“The only word to describe 
Vail at Christmastime is 
chaotic,” said Nisi Florance, 
a spokesman for the Vail 
Resort Association. “The ski 
patrol puts on flare parades 
down the mountain at night, 
we have sleigh rides and 
carolers and discotheques 
and everybody comes out 
and, wow, it’s wild." 
Ford’s planned visit into 
this setting will be his first 
trip to the town of 1.000 per­ 
sons since he ascended to the 
presidency. In years past, the 
Ford family spent numerous 
Christmases at their $50,000 
condominium which Ford 
bought - partially with loans 
from his children's savings 
accounts -- while House Re­ 
publican leader in 1969. 
Ford spent last Christmas, 
as vice president, in Vail and 
wasn’t given any special at­ 
tention by residents, many of 
whom he has known for 
years. He waited in ski tow 
lines and was even left dan- 
gling above the snow- 
covered slopes for several 
minutes when a ski lift mal­ 
functioned. 
“We’ll certainly extend ev­ 
ery courtesy to him and try to 
see that he gets all the pri­ 
vacy he wants," said Pam 
Conklin, a spokesman for 
Vail Associates' "He really 
didn't get any special atten­ 
tion after he moved here, 
even when he was vice presi­ 
dent, He was treated like any 
other skier." 
The President skied last 
year - accompanied by four 
Secret Service agents and an 
instructor -- on runs open to 
the public. Ford, whose 
ability on the slopes was de­ 
scribed as “average" by his 


instructor, probably will dis­ 
like the increased security. 
Secret Service officials 
have hinted the President 
will ski on a slope closed to 
the public and w ill be accom­ 
panied by a host of agents 
who will try to keep up while 
keeping their eyes peeled on 
the trees lining the run. 
Although the Secret Ser­ 
vice will not say how many 
agents w ill accompany Ford, 
motels and lodges -- always 
booked to the rafters during 
the holidays - have been 
flooded with reservation re­ 
quests from the service and 
from news media around the 
world. 
One motel owner says any­ 
one who doesn't already have 
a reservation “might as well 
forget it. There’s not a snow ­ 
ball’s chance in hell of get­ 
ting one now." 
R esidents have been 
speculating that Ford, who 
already has stated his inten­ 
tion of establishing a winter 
White House at Vail, may 
forego his condominium at 
the lodge in favor of a more 
secure, secluded home in the 
hills surrounding the town. 
While the President and his 
wife have made known their 
affinity for the third-storv. 
three-bedroom condominium 
-- with its huge stone fire­ 
place and picture window 
overlooking Vail’s famous ski 
slopes -- Secret Service 
agents have suggested that 
the residence might be too 
difficult, if not impossible, to 
guard. 
One thing is certain: no 
matter where the President 
and his family stay during 
their vacation, Vail residents 
— who take the presence of 
celebrities in stride -- will 
treat the Fords just like any 
other guests. 
“We don’t have anything 
special planned," said Miss 
Florance. “Well do our best 
to stay out of their way and 
not bother them. We want 
them to feel they are 
welcome here, anytime."

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Government Cautions: 
“Think Toy Safety” 


By MICHAEL J. CONLON 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The government is about to 
launch a campaign aimed at 
making toy safety as visible 
an idea to Christmas shop­ 
pers as all of the other tra p ­ 
pings of the Yule season. 
It will range from bumper 
stickers to print, radio and 
television advertising, all 
w ith the sam e m essage: 
‘Think Toy Safety.” 
The C onsum er P ro d u c t 
Safety Commission also is 
preparing a pamphlet which 
it will try to get into as many 
buyers' hands as possible 
before the heavy Christmas 
toy buying begins. It provides 
tips on the most common toy 
hazards and how to uncover 
them when shopping. 
The pam phlet approach 
c o n s t i t u te s a s w itc h in 
emphasis for the commission, 
which in the past has cen­ 
tered most of its efforts 
around its “banned toy list.” 
The list still is around, and 
still available to the average 
shopper from the agency; but 
com minion experts said they 
feel it is largely meaningless 
to the average buyer because 
it is so massive. 
The banned toy list con­ 
tains nearly 2,000 items, most 
of them described in such a 
way that only a sharp eye and 
a good familiarity with the 
list would help the average 
buyer. This year’s list is going 
to be widely used, however, 
by “ c o n su m e r d e p u tie s " 
— volunteers the agency has 
recruited from its field of­ 
fices around the country to 
help it with the toy safety 
campaign 
The deputies will enter 
stores —as they did last year 
- a r m e d with the banned list 
to make sure none of those 
items are on store shelves. 
Most Christmas shoppers, 
the commission says, would 
be better served by carefully 
studying its pam phlet for 
general instructions on toy 
buying rather than trying to 
use the banned list and dupli­ 
cate the effort being made by 
the deputies. 
The commission tests toys 
f o r 
t h r e e 
t y p e s 
o f 


hazards —sharp points, sharp 
edges a nd sm a 11 pa rts, or a n y 
combination of the three. 
The sh o ppe r , keeping t h ose 
tilings in mind, probably can 
d up 1 i ea t e for h i mse I f si j m e of 
the same kinds of inspections 
the agency engages in. 
The com m ission s tests 
tend to be more severe than 
what the average shopper 
could accomplish in the store. 
For instance, agency techni­ 
cians might drop a baby ra t­ 
tle to see if it breaks, expos­ 
ing the child to both sharp 
p l a s t i c e d g e s a n d t h e 
material inside the rattle. 
The agency doesn’t suggest 
that shoppers walk down the 
aisle dropping rattles on the 
store floor to make their own 
tests; but it does say the buyer 
should take time to consider 
the worst possible ways a 
child might treat the toy once 
he or she gets hold of it. 
Some obvious exam.pies: 
Dolls are ripped apart to 
expose nails and pins; eyes 
are torn from stuffed animals 
to expose barbs; tails on toy 
poodles turn out to havt 
s h a r p w ires inside vvher 
p u lle d out; k id d ie -s iz e d 
xylophones sometimes have 
keys with sharp edges. 
Despite the monitoring and 
public warnings there still 
will be injuries. If you en­ 
counter a hazardous toy let 
the commission know about it 
on its tollfree ‘‘hotline.” The

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Aspiration Calendar, 
M irrors Set Scene 
(Editor's note: the follow­ 
ing dispatch was written for 
United Press International 
by Richard W. Jones off Des 
Moines, Iowa. Me is presi­ 
dent of the National Society 
for Interior Designers.)

DES MOINES, Iowa (UPI) 
— Begin the new year on an 
upbeat and a positive note. 
Decorate for the occasion 
not merely to create a festive 
mood, but to stimulate emo­ 
tions and aspirations. 
Let your d eco ratio n s 
sym bolize the things a 
m eaningful New Y e a r’s 
Celebration are made of. It 
signals a time for reflection, 
a dash or two of nostalgia, 
and new plans and hopes for 
the future. 
Start with mirrors. Use 
them lavishly throughout the 
home, let them be the symbol 
of refle c tio n s. R eplace 
Christmas ornaments with 
bits of mirror and pieces of 
shiny metal, hung with light 
thread or silver colored 
co rd s on th e tre e and 
elsewhere. 
Create a gala and magical 
mood with reflective glints 
moving about the room by 
using mirrored balls. 
To enhance the light and 
shimmering effect, use white 
wherever you can, such as 
white tablecloths, napkins, 
ribbons, and flowers. Change 
your door wreath and mantel 
decorations, substituting 
white and silver for the tradi­ 
tional reds and greens of the 
Christmas season. 
Use mirrored place mats, 
clear crystal and glass table­ 
ware, and shiny stainless or 
silverware. Place little mir­ 
rors throughout the house, all 
decorated with silver or 
white ribbons. 
Declare a ban on depress­ 
ing resolutions, and decorate 
with dreams and determina­ 
tions. Replace your Advent 
C alendar with a tw elve 
month “aspiration calendar”. 
You can't buy one in the 
m arketplace, but you can 
make one by stapling, stitch­ 
ing, or gluing twelve pockets 
on a large piece of felt. 
The seams can be covered 
with braid or ribbon adhered 
With glue, and .the calendar 
can be lettered or not, de­ 
pending on your own creative 
drive. Hang it in some readily 
v is ib le p la c e like the 
refrigerator door, and put 
evidence of the fam ily’s 
aspirations for the month in 
the pocket representing that 
month. 
For example, travel folders 


for a trip you'd like to make 
in June, school and college 
brochures for decisions to be 
made, patterns for clothes for 
April, advertisements for a 
major appliance or new car, 
new home plans, or plans and 
sketches for remodeling or 
redecorating. 
Then, as the year passes, 
the pockets can be emptied 
and asp iratio n s realized, 
postponed, or reevaluated, 
but during the New Year 
season such as aspiration 
calendar has a happy posi­ 
t i v e 
e f f e c t 
on 
t h e 
family...certainly a desirable 
contrast to the traditional 
type of New Year’s aspira­ 
tions or resolutions which are 
all too frequently, negatively 
inspired. 
Auld Lang Syne and 
nostalgia are as inevitably a 
part of New Year’s as writing 
the last year’s date, so why 
not “program” it into the 
celebration? 
Gather “records” of last 
year’s activities of the family. 
T h e s e c o u 1 d i n c 1 u d e 
snapshots in fram es or 
albums, recording highlights 
of the year, placed on a table, 
or used to make an attractive 
display on the mantel or 
sideboard. 
Records of the y ear’s 
a c c o m p lish m e n ts could 
adorn a 1974 family tree, or 
other proud display. These 
could in clu d e diplom as, 
deeds, licenses, passports, 
wedding and birth certifi­ 
cates, even reminders of ob­ 
jects purchased such as 
special books, records, pain­ 
tings, china, a puppy or 
whatever family discretion 
might like to include. 
These collections would be 
available for perusal by all of 
the family, relatives and 
friends visiting during the 
holiday season.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Be 
kind to your feet while doing 
your Christmas shopping. 
The American Podiatry 
Association, spokesman for 
the nation’s foot specialists, 
says aching feet problem, 
reaches epidemic propor­ 
tions during the holiday 
season. 
The principal causes are 
extended shopping sprees in 
crowded stores, and all the 
other things that must be 
done lickety-split. 
As a result, Americans out 
helping Santa are on their 
feet longer than at any other 
time of the year. 
These holiday foot prob­ 
lems can be lessened, pro­ 
vided a few precautions are 
taken. P o d iatrists advise 
shoppers to keep feet warm, 
and dry. 
This is especially impor­ 
ta nt for older persons and for 
shoppers in extremely cold or 
damp climates. If feet do 
become wet, shoes and hose 
ought to be changed as soon 
as possible 


Shoppers who perspire 
freely must take extra care 
about foot hygiene. This in­ 
cludes bathing the feet daily 
and applying a foot powder. 
Such a routine will help make 
the feet more comfortable 
and will also fight other com­ 
plications such as fungal in­ 
fections. 
Other tips from the foot 
specialists: 
cWear hose or socks at all 
times wfhi!e shopping to ab­ 
sorb normal perspiration and 
to prevent chafing and 
blisters. 
1 Women should shun dress 
shoes in favor of low -heeled 
pumps, especially for shop­ 
ping trips of several hours. 
1 Waiting in line is a main 
cause of foot fatigue. It's a 
good idea to shift your weight 
from one foot to another, or 
take a few steps to the side of 
the line. This promotes 
circulation and relieves foot 
strain. 
1 Hurts can be caused by 
frostbite or accidents from 
the heel of a fellow shopper.

Some tips from Santa helpers 
at the American Music Con­ 
ference: 
f A piano, still the most 
played instrument, can be a 
fruitful gift for the family. 
The m usical investm ent, 
which can start at about $700

bargain in the “used" line), is 
suitable for both social and 
solitary playing. Today’s new 
learning techniques make 
tickling the ivories much 
more fun and almost as easy 
as painting by number. 
• The organ is also an ideal 
gift for the entire family. 
With all the new “stops" 
available, most organs can 
make just one amateur sound 
as if an entire combo is per­ 
forming.

"Taking extra c^re to gift 
wrap presents is another 
offshoot of this philosophy,” 
said Cohen. “With our present 
day inflationary prices, peo­ 
ple will tend to purchase two 
or three less expensive and 
smaller gift items and wrap 
them in especially decorative 
paper, in lieu of one large 
item," 
Cohen is vice president of 
Fifth Avenue Cards, Inc., 
which his father, Isidore, 
founded in the 1930s. 
Cohen’s shops, which sell 
from dozens of m anufac­ 
turers, report the 50 cent 
card is the most popular, 
although you can get them 
for anywhere from 15 cents to 
$5. The higher priced ones 
might include a bit of jewelry 
or perfume. 
Several sources agreed 
that the number of Christmas 
cards with the religious motif 
is unusually high this year. 
There are the usual Wise 
Men, Madonna and Child, 
and shepherds watching o’er 
their flocks.

several religious motifs,’’ 
said Harry J. Cooper, execu­ 
tive director of the National 
Association of Greeting Card 
Publishers. 
"I am certain that about 
one of every three designs 
has a religious theme.” 
Cohen said the rise in 
religious card buying may be 
due partly to “the many 
crises our country has under­ 
gone in the last few years. 
Many people are seeking 
deeper and more emotional 
messages for Christmas." 
There s also a change in 
the type of customer buying 
the religious cards. Cohen 
said the industry axiom used 
to be that ‘the older the 
customer, the more likely he 


or she is to purchase religious 
cards.’" 
It doesn’t hold anymore. 
They’re selling to all ages 
and in all parts of the coun­ 
try, not necessarily in senior 
citizen settlements. 
The card people report 
an o th er d irection of the 
industry this Christmas. It’s 
the nostalgia motif. “People 
seem to desire a return to a 
time when there were fewer 
problems to worry about and 
life was less complex,” he 
said. 
Themes include childhood 
Christmases remembered as 
“much less commercial and 
more family-oriented than 
today." 
Cooper said the number of 


peace designs continues 
about the same as in previous 
years — “ many beautiful 
modern treatm ents of the 
dove of peace and a number 
with world peace designs. 
T here a Iso are many lion and 
the lamb' designs this year. 
He reported more animal 
a n d b i r d d e s i g n s fo r 
Christmas *74. Bird designs 
always are popular and have 
come down through the years 
from the antique cards which 
were heavy on the bird, 
flower and animat, side. 
Publishers report Santa 
and the other traditional 
Christmas symbols of can­ 
dles, fireplaces, mistletoe, 
bells and holly going on and 
on. 


Nu m b e rs of m useu ms, 
galleries and libraries also 
offer c a r d s p l a y i n g up 
reproductions of fine art. 
In New York, for instance, 
the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art offers more than 50 
designs, reproduced from 
o r i g i n a l w o r k s in t he 
museum's collection. 
The Library of Congress, in 
Washington, has a selection 
of cards and note papers 
reproduced from rare books 
and graphic arts in its collec­ 
tions. 
Then there is the famous 
UN IC E F g r e e t i n g c a r d 
operation, marking its 25th 
anniversary this year. Volun­ 
teers sell the cards, most of 


them designed by fine artists 
or contributed by museums in 
as many as 136 countries 
around the globe.

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Healthy Kitten 
Good Yule Gift 
NEW YORK (UPI) - If 
Sania's plan is to help some­ 
one at your house cozy up to a 
yule kitten, read on. 
G iv in g a k i t t e n for 
Christmas is a popular idea. 
More than 13 million house­ 
holds already keep a cat —or 
two or three or more. 
No one knows for sure hut 
authorities estim ate there 
are up to 30 million cats in 
America —including the 
super-independent wild ones 
which belong to the out of 
doors. 
The cat's a popular pet for 
many reasons —including its 
affectionate nature, clean ha­ 
bits, quiet ways and high 
adaptability. 
In this era of turning the 
thermostat down at night to 
save energy there’s a new 
reason for a cat. 
That is —plunk him on the 
bed. with you at night. A cat’s 
like a hot water bottle 
through the night, his body 
heat radiating and turning 
off some of the chill. 
The mixed breed domestic 
shorthair is the number one 
cat. Purebreds are the aristo­ 
crats of catdom and can be 
found in many pet shops. The 
mixed-breed cat can be 
viewed at animal shelters 
everywhere. 
Sometimes you find them 
being offered door to door by 
children distributing a new 
litter. 
If buying a kitten, inspect 
the place of purchase. A hap­ 
py , healthy kitten will adapt 
better to his new home if he 
comes from a good one. 
Look for tidy pens, clean 
feeding bowls and fresh 
water. Notice the way the 
owner or shop attendant han­ 
dles the animal. 
Make sure the kitten has 
sharp, white teeth —two full 
rows. That is a sign he is 
ready to be weaned from his 
mother. 
Notice if the kitten is lively, 
saucy. This is a sign of good 
health. Check for a firm., stur­ 
dy body, a sleek, shining coat, 
and clean, clear eyes. Runni- 
ness from eyes or nose could 
indicate infection. 
Place the yule cat in a 
wicker basket for giving. Or 
— put your kitty in a little 
house, especially made to 
give the cat privacy when he 
wants to get away from the 
rest of the household.

Holiday Party Tips 
Help Stretch Budget

NEW YORK (UPI) - Holi­ 
day hospitality doesn’t have 
to wreck your budget or your 
time schedule. 
By planning a menu of 
make ahead dishes, you can 
fit preparations in with your 
usual shopping chores, house­ 
work and or a full or part 
time job. 
The recipes that follow 
were developed in relatively 
small quantities but each can 
be in crease d easily as 
desired.

Cranberry Jewel Punch 
Core two large red skinned 
apples and cut into three 
fourth inch chunks. Pour one 
quart of cranberry juice 
cocktail into ice cube trays 
and drop an apple chunk into 
each cube compartment and 
freeze. 
At serving time, pour ont 
quart of chilled cranberry 
juice cocktail into a four 
quart punch bowl. Slowly stir 
in one quart each of chilled 
apple cider and chilled club 
soda and one pint of apple­ 
jack. Add the cranberry 
cubes and thin slices made 
from, two large red skinned 
apples, cored but unpeeled. 
Makes about 3 quarts of 
punch, or 12 servings.

pint of plain yogurt and con 
tents of a one pound can of 
salmon, drained and flaked 
Turn into a five cup mold and 
chill until firm.

First, 1 would like to com* 
weed. Cover tightly and sim­ 
mer over low heat one to one 
and a half hours, or until pork 
is tender. Add wine from 
time to time if necessary to 
prevent sticking. When done, 
discard peppercorns. Cut or 
tear ham hock meat into bite 
size pieces and discard the 
bone and skin. Cool quickly, 
cover tightly and refrigerate. 
At meal t i me, bring 
choueroute to boil over, 
medium heat, stir in two 
knockwurst, cut into one inch 
crosswise slices, cover and 
simmer about 15 minutes, or 
until the sausage is hot. The 
choueroute can be served the 
day it is made, in which case 
you add the knockwurst as 
soon as the pork shoulder is 
done. But like most stews, it 
will taste belter if the flavors 
have a chance to mellow 
overnight. No salt is called 
for because the kraut and the 
ham hock are salty. Serve 
with hot boiled potatoes and 
sauteed apple slices.
